he had not left Schoenbrunn. Crown 
Princess S te^anie, who has been stay­ 
ing at Darmstadt, has been summont d. 
The emperor’s fortitude is the topic of 
Quiv ersai admiration.

whi ch, in v iew of his age, had inspired 
the grav est apprehensions. 
Although 
at first stunned and then slightly hys­ 
terical, he soon regained his self-con­ 
trol and displayed remarkable calmness.

of the empress. 
Addressing Prince Von Laechtenstein, 
chicff marshal of the imperial house- 
bold, he exclaimed Saturday ev ening: 
“It is inobuceiv able how' a man could 
lift his hand against one Who nev er in 
her life injured anyl^pdy, one did

ing but good.” 
Then he moaned: “Nothing is spared 
to me in this world.” 
He managed to sleep sev eral hours 
Saturday nignt and said Sunday morn- 
iug lie felt comparativ ely well, discour- 
agmg the attempts of ins attendants to 
display v solicitue for his health. 
J he shock of the news crazed one of 
the court serv ants who rushed from the 
palace to Bury Platz, shrieking “ where 
IS the murtierer of our empress.” 
Ihspatches of condolence were sent 
from all parts of the w'orld testifying to 
proiuuiid horror and sympathy. Among 
them were messages from President 
McKinley, Emperor William' and from 
nearly ail the European sov ereigns. 
The court will go into mourning for six 
months. 
Bkune , Switzerland, Sept. 12.—The 
federal council met Suuday morning 
aud sent a telegram of condolence to 
Emperor Francis Joseph. 
The flag on the federal building is at 
halfmast.

All the archdukes and the Archduchess 
Marie Valeria have arrived at Schoen- 
bruun. 
It was reported Saturday even­ 
ing that Emperor francis Joseph had 
gone to Geneva by a special train, bat 
this was an error. 
At noon yesterday 
he had not left Schoenbrunn. Crown 
Princess Stephanie, who has been stay­ 
ing at Darmstadt, has been summoned. 
The emperor’s fortitude is the topic of 
universal admiration. He is bearing ud 
manfully despite 
the fearful snoek 
which, in view of his age, had inspired 
the gravest apprehensions. 
Although 
at first stunned aud then slightly hys­ 
terical, he soon regained his self -con­ 
trol and displayed remarkable calmness. 
Occasionally, 
however, 
completely 
overpowered by his grief, he moaned 
piteously, repeatedly sobbing the name 
of the empress. 
Addressing Prince Von Liechtenstein, 
chief marshal of the imperial house­ 
hold, he exclaimed Saturday evening: 
“It is inconceivable how a man could 
lilt his bond Against one Who never in 
her life injured anytydy, one did froth­ 
ing but good.” 
Then he moaned: “Nothing is spared 
to me in this world.” 
He managed to sleep several hours 
Saturday nignt and said Sunday morn­ 
ing he felt comparatively well, discour­ 
aging the attempts of his attendants to 
display solicitue for his health. 
The shock of the news crazed one of 
tho court servants who rushed from the 
palace to bury Plata, shrieking “where 
is the murderer of our empress.” 
Dispatches of condolence were sent 
from all parts of the world testifying to 
profound horror and sympathy. Among 
them were messages from President 
McKinley, Emperor William' and from 
nearly ail the European sovereigns.

Re­ 
turning to the Holy Lane in 1877, he 
executed the whole of tie survey of 
Galilee. In 1878 he was seat to Cyprus 
to organize the courts. He was next ap­ 
pointed vice consul at Erzurum. 
Sub­ 
sequently he returned to Cyprus and 
made a survey of the entire island. He 
resumed military service in 1882, when, 
hearing that an Egyptian Amy was be­ 
ing organized by Sir Evelyn Wood, he 
volunteered for the service md was ap­ 
pointed one of the two mf jots of the 
cavalry. 
He was deputy assistant adju­ 
tant and quartermaster gentral in the 
N ile expedition, 1884-5; w»s in com­ 
mand of a brigade of the Egyptian army 
in the operations near Sualin in De­ 
cember, 1888, and was present in the 
engagement at Gemaizah. 
H3 was also 
in the engagement at Toski on the Su­ 
dan frontier in 1889. D oling this period 
he obtained various medals aud orders 
and was frequently mentioned in dis­ 
patches. 
After the Sudan campaign he was 
selected to reorganize the Egyptian 
army and appointed sirdar of the forces, 
and striking testimony to his ability 
has been given by the efficiency of the 
troops under his command daring the 
expedition which bas culminated iu the 
recapture of the stronghold of the fa­ 
natics from the dervishes. 
His career 
affords a striking example of rapid ad­ 
vancement, for the sirdar is only 47 
years of age. Sir Horatio Kitchener has 
probably bad greater 
experience of 
Egypt and the Sudan than any other 
living officer, and his reputation, loth 
as a soldier' and an administrator, has 
been more than sustained by the Sndau 
campaign.—New York Herald.

tiv es and object of the p roclamation, 
which a few day s ag o was denounced as 
cy nical and unworthy , is rap idly be­ 
coming g eneral. 
Public comment in Eng land and G er­ 
many has been almost wholly an in ­ 
dorsement of the czar’s sentiments, y et 
in no country is disbelief in R ussia’s 
g ood faith so strong as in Eng land. 
Eng lishmen are too p olite op enly to 
question the czar’s motiv es, but at heart 
they hav e no confidence in his ing en­ 
uousness. This incredulity finds p ublic 
ex p ression chiefly in the criticism that 
the p rop osal is imp racticable. Eng land, 
howev er, will g iv e the czar ev ery op ­ 
p ortunity and encourag ement to show 
to w hat ex tent he would be w illing to 
p at bis ideas into p ractice. 
France is not only skep tical, but is 
ex asp erated and ang ry th at such a rad­ 
ical mov e should be made w ithout ev en 
a p relim inary hint to her as an allied 
nation. 
It is sig nificant th at the czar's 
letter is ev ery where referred to in 
France as the Morav ieff circular, it be­ 
ing taken for g ranted that it is an im ­ 
p ortant mov e in the g reat dip lom atic 
g ame now p lay ing and not a p latouio 
declaration of p rincip les by a p eace lov ­ 
ing czar. Ev en the ig norant masses cry , 
“ W hat about Alsace-Lorraine?” and 
the Franco-Rnssian alliance snffers se­ 
riously in the p op ular estimation. Italy , 
which of all the conntries of Europ e is 
most sev erely op p ressed by the burdens 
of m ilitarism , g reets the Russian p ro­ 
p osal with ap p rehensiv e inquiry as to 
what it means, nev er for a moment ap ­ 
p arently crediting the czar w ith acting 
in g ood faith. 
The Russians themselv es p robably 
adm it that almost nniv ersal distrust is 
not unnatural or unjustified by the re­ 
cent Russian p olicy . It has been p ointed 
out in the p ast day or two in ev ery cap ­ 
ital in ijurop e that almost ev ery g reat 
war in this century has been imm edi­ 
ately p receded by some declaration of 
p acific intentions from some country 
which p rov ed an ag g ressor. 
Moreov er, 
as all the world knows, there is no 
country so activ e at the p resent moment 
in increasing its arm am ent and its ag -

Now that astonishment, which was 
the chief emotion excited by the czar’s 
suggestion of disarmament, has some­ 
what subsided, it is possible to gain 
some idea of the effect of his circular 
upon European opinion, official aud 
popular. It must be said that the trans­ 
ports of joy wherewith the ingenuous 
lovers of peace welcomed the utterance 
as heralding a utopian era have entire­ 
ly disappeared. Suspicion of the mo­ 
tives aud object of the proclamation, 
which a few days ago was denounced as 
cynical and unworthy, is rapidly be­ 
coming general. 
Public comment in England and Ger­ 
many has been almost wholly an in­ 
dorsement of the czar’s sentiments, yet 
in no country is disbelief in Russia’s 
good faith so strong as in England. 
Englishmen are too polite opeuly to 
qnestion the czar’s motives, but at heart 
they have no confidence in his ingen­ 
uousness. This incredulity finds public 
expression chiefly in the criticism that 
the proposal is impracticable. England, 
however, will give the czar every op­ 
portunity aud encouragement to show 
to what extent he would be willing to 
pat his ideas into practice. 
France is not only skeptical, but is 
exasperated and angry that such a rad­ 
ical move should be made without even 
a preliminary hint to her as an allied 
nation. It is significant that the czar’s 
letter is everywhere referred to in 
France as the Moravieff circular, it be­ 
ing taken for granted that it is an im­ 
portant move in the great diplomatic 
game now playing and not a platonic 
declaration of principles by a peace lov­ 
ing czar. Even the ignorant masses cry, 
“ What about Alsace-Lorraine?” and 
the Franco-Rnssian alliance suffers se­ 
riously in the popular estimation. Italy, 
which of all the countries of Europe is 
most severely oppressed by the burdens 
of militarism, greets the Russian pro­ 
posal with apprehensive inquiry as to 
what it means, never for a moment ap­ 
parently crediting the czar with acting 
in good faith. 
The Russians themselves probably 
admit that almost universal distrust is 
not unnatural or unjustified by the re­ 
cent Russian policy. It has been pointed 
out in the past day or two in every cap­ 
ital in Europe that almost every great 
war in this century has been immedi­ 
ately preceded by some declaration of 
pacific intentions from some country 
which proved an aggressor. Moreover, 
as all the world knows, there is no 
country so active at the present moment 
in increasing its armament and its ag­ 
gression in all directions where expan­ 
sion is possible as Russia, it is not sur­ 
prising, therefore, that the second effect 
of the peace proposal is to excite appre­ 
hension instead of confidence.

The Serapis was new, on 
her first commission. The fight hitherto 
having engaged the port guns of the 
latter, the starboard lower gun ports 
were still closed, and from the ships 
touching could not be opened. 
They 
were therefore blown off, and the fight 
went on. 
‘‘A novelty in naval combats was 
now presented to many witnesses, but 
to few admirers,” quaintly wrote Lieu­ 
tenant Dale, who was in the midst of 
the scene below decks. “ The rammers 
were run into the respective ships to 
enable the men to load”—that is, the 
staves of the rammers of one ship en­ 
tered the ports of the other as the guns 
were being loaded. ‘‘We became so 
close fore and aft, ” reported Pearson, 
‘‘that the muzzles of our guns touched 
each other’s sides,’’ and even so, by the 
testimony of the lieutenant on the lower 
gun deck of the Scrapie, her guns could 
not be fully run out owing to the near­ 
ness of the vessels,—Captain Mahan in 
Scribner’s.

A misadventure has happened to the 
sultan of Sulu, a part of our Philippine 
possessions.

Now that astonishment, which was 
the chief emotion excited by the czar’s 
suggestion of disarmament, has some­ 
what subsided, it is possible to gain 
some idea of the effect of his circular 
upon European opinion, official and 
popular. It must be said that the trans­ 
ports of joy wherewith the ingenuous 
lovers of peace welcomed the utterance 
as heralding a utopian era have entire­ 
ly disappeared. Suspicion of the mo­ 
tives aud object of the proclamation, 
which a few days ago was denounced as 
cynical aud unworthy, is rapidly be­ 
coming general. 
Public comment iii England and Ger­ 
many has been almost wholly an in­ 
dorsement of the czar's sentiments, yet 
in no country is disbelief in Russia’s 
good faith so strong as in England. 
Englishmen are too polite openly to 
question the czar's motives, but at heart 
they have no confidence in his ingen­ 
uousness. This incredulity finds public 
expression chiefly in the criticism that 
the proposal is impracticable. England, 
however, will give the czar every op­ 
portunity and encouragement to show 
to what extent he would be willing to 
put his ideas into practice. 
France is not only skeptical, hut is 
exasperated and angry that such a rad­ 
ical move should be made without even 
a preliminary hint to her as an allied 
nation. It is significant that the czar's 
letter is everywhere referred to in 
France as the Moravieff circular, it be­ 
ing taken for granted that it is an im­ 
portant move in the great diplomatic 
game now playing and not a platonio 
declaration of principles by a peace lov­ 
ing czar. Even the ignorant masses cry, 
‘‘What about Alsace-Lorraine?” and 
the Franoo-Russian alliance suffers se­ 
riously in the popular estimation. Italy, 
which of all the countries of Europe is 
most severely oppressed by the burdens 
of militarism, greets the Russian pro­ 
posal with apprehensive inquiry as to 
what it means, never for a moment ap­ 
parently crediting the czar with acting 
in good faith. 
The Russians themselves probably 
admit that almost nniversal distrust is 
not unnatural or unjustified by the re­ 
cent Russian policy. It hasbeen pointed 
out in the past day or two iii every cap­ 
ital in Europe that almost every great 
war in this century has been immedi­ 
ately preceded l>y some declaration of 
pacific intentions from some country 
which proved an aggressor. 
Moreover, 
as all the world knows, there is no 
country so active at the present moment 
iii increasing its armament and its ag­ 
gression in all directions where expan­ 
sion is possible as Russia. It is not sur­ 
prising, therefore, that the second effect 
of the peace proposal is to excite appre­ 
hension instead of confidence. 
There has been a growing feeling, 
akin to alarm, in many parts of Europe. 
This was somewhat checked by the re­ 
cent report of the Anglo-German agree­ 
ment concerning Africa and Egypt. It 
is shrewdly suspected that a forewarn­ 
ing of this move was one of the causes 
of the czar’s proposal. Given a friendly 
understanding between England aud 
Germany and England and America, 
and all hope of Russian aggrandize­ 
ment by means of force woald be at ^n 
end. 
Moreover, Russian diplomacy is 
the most skillful and successful in the 
world, while the Russian arms have 
been 
peculiarly 
unfortunate. 
There 
would be none so quick as Russia to 
recognize as a decisive factor the force 
majeure and submit thereto. 
What 
could be more to lier advantage than to 
procure the elimination of force and 
pursue her ambitions by diplomacy, 
wherein she is supreme and now is al­ 
most daily winning victories? 
But for the present not a country in

thatched—within 16 feet o f o nr guard 
line. They deal in gin, wine, bananas, 
pineapples, co co annts, mangro ves, bread 
fruit, o ranges and limes. 
They have 
already beco me Americanized and are 
clever and shrewd in their dealings 
with the bo ys in bine, asking a penny 
each fo r bananas, and as American 
mo ney is wo rth do uble that o f Mexico 
o r Spain, o nr bananas—o f inferio r grade 
and quality—cc^t us abo ut six cents per 
do zen. 
Oranges, po o r quality, abo ut 
the same figure. Co co anuts at two fo r 
five cents—American. 
Onr 10 cent 
pieces are wo rth 10 cents in Mexican o r 
Spanish mo ney. 
The natives do no t 
desire o nr small co in, no thing less than 
a cart wheel o r do llar. $24.00 is the 
mling figure, in Spanish co in, fo r an 
American $10.00 go ld piece. 
There has 
been established here, in the brigade, a 
sutler’s o utfit o r “co mmissary,” and 
they will accept no thing but U. S. 
mo ney. 
Here was my ratio n fo r dinner to day. 
Fo ur hardtack, o rdinary size; platter o f 
beans, and so up with small piece o f fat 
meat; quart o f black co ffee, go o d and 
stro ng; teaspo o nfo l o f bro wn sugar. 
Onr breakfast ratio n is at times bnt 
fo ur hardtack and a quart o f co ffee. If I 
have sugar issued then I am happy; if 
no t, o therwise. At times we issue a can 
o f salmo n to three men. 1 can’t eat ’em 
at ho me; bnt no te me devo ur them here. 
To mato es are also issued me. bnt I can’t 
go them.

money is worth double that of Mexico 
or Spain, oar bananas—of inferior grade 
and quality—cost us about six cents per 
dozen. 
Oranges, poor quality, about 
the same figure. Cocoanuts at two for 
five cents—American. 
Our IO cent 
pieces are worth IO cents in Mexican or 
Spanish money. 
The natives do not 
desire our small coin, nothing less than 
a cart wheel or dollar. $24 00 is the 
ruling figure, in Spanish coin, for an 
American $10.00 gold piece. 
There has 
been established here, in the brigade, a 
sutler’s outfit or "commissary," and 
they will accept nothing but U. S. 
money. 
Here was my ration for dinner today. 
Four hardtack, ordinary size; platter of 
beans, and sonp with small piece of fat 
m eat; quart of black coffee, good and 
strong; teaspoonful of brown sugar. 
Oar breakfast ration is ac times but 
four hardtack and a quart of coffee. If I 
have sugar issued then I am happy; if 
not, otherwise. At times we issue a can 
of salmon to three men. 
I can’t eat ’em 
at home; but note me devour them here. 
Tomatoes are also issued me, but I can’t 
go them. 
Private Porte, Company D, today shot 
himself through the left forefinger; acci 
dental; wound severe; bulldog revolver. 
The First Colorado regiment was on 
outpost duty last night. Member of 
Company K was shot through the arm 
while the regiment was enroute for 
camp. 
Mauser rifle and Spanish ballet 
did the work. The Tenth will do out­ 
post duty tomorrow, God willing. 
Sharpshooters of the First Colorado 
are reported as haying picked off quite 
a number of Spaniards yesterday, near 
Manila, while assisting the insurgents 
:in doing duty. 
The boys go bathing in the Pacific 
every night, from 8 until 9 o’clock, when 
all lights most be extinguished. Cuttle 
or jelly fish are dangerous features in 
the ocean. 
These fish sting the lads 
and cause them much pain and annoy­ 
ance. 
God pity the Spaniard—he has none 
so poor as to do him honor. For 300 
yean he has misruled this island and 
this people, and has ground down the 
natives ’neath the iron heel of excessive 
taxation.

my shirts to laundry. The three articles 
will cost me 30 cents Mexicano or 15 
cents Americano. 
Gin is the favorite article of the topers 
here. Costs three cents a glass and kills 
at 40 rods. I cut my hand badly the 
other day; bled copiously; fainted away 
twice, like a good boy. 
Don’t think we shall remain here for 
any great length of time. Have an idea 
that peace negotiations have already 
been consummated with Spain and full 
settlement made. 
Hope so, as I do not 
care for bloodshed. 
Cannon are now 
roaring around and about the entrench­ 
ments of the insurgents, and we hear 
an occasional volley ot musketry. Great 
noise and little execution is the order of 
the day. The insurgents are anxions to 
overpower the Spaniard, 
while the 
latter is eager to avoid this and deal

I am now endeavoring to secure a good 
sized pony for the colonel, as he is "in 
disposed" to walk. The ponies here are 
built close to the ground, and the colonel 
will have a splendid chance to both walk 
and ride, with an intermediate oppor­ 
tunity of lying down with his mount. 
Corporal John Daniels and Private Joe 
Miller have jnst come in from "Old 
Manila" or "Little Cavite," about 2% 
miles from our camp, where some 200 
Spaniards are prisoners. 
They are 
poorly cared for and fed, pale and emaci­ 
ated, and are really to be pitied. 
They come and go as they please, and 
are only barred when they attempt to 
reach the Spanish lines. 
Some of them 
have money and trinkets, and with these 
they try to purchase food and drink. 
One of them coaid talk French, and he 
desired to join the Tenth, in hope of 
securing something to eat. 
Some 27 of 
these Spaniards finally assembled in the 
roadway immediately in front of oar 
camp,when Colonel Hawkins sent Lieu­ 
tenant Ritdhey with a number of the 
members of the guard with orders to 
arrest the Dons and take them to the 
guard house. The poor Spaniards imag­ 
ined that they were doomed to die, and 
they piteously pleaded that they might 
be spared aud that food of some kind 
might be given them.

The firemen worked hard 
and sncceeded in confining the flames to 
the kiln shed and wareroom which was 
above. 
The flames were soon under 
control, and by 7 o’clock the fire was 
out. 
Monroe Patterson, a member of the 
firm, was seen later, and in speaking of 
the fire said: “The cause was about 
the same as the last fire, and in the 
same place.

the United States has ever seen. All in 
dications are that the strike will last 
many months. 
The miners stand at all 
times leady to fight against a reduction 
of wages. 
When the Chicago contract 
expires or possibly before that time, 
they will be obliged to accept a redac­ 
tion of 15 or 16 cents a ton or fight. 
I 
think they will fight and will fight 
harder than they ever have before. The 
West Virginia miners are 
working 
cheaper than they have ever before. All 
efforts on the part of the other miners 
to organize them have been in vain 
There is no hope that they will be 
brought into line. They seem satisfied 
to work for low wages. 
They treat as 
enemies all miners from other districts 
who go there to organize them. 
The 
coal is easier mined in West Y r 'iniu 
than other districts, and the w est Vir 
ginia miners make more money on a 
lower mining rate than the miners of 
the other districts. 
“ The operators of Ohio, Indiana, HH 
nois and Pittsburg districts have always 
been in competition with West Virginia 
on the trade of the great lakes. 
This 
year, owing to the radical difference in 
the cost of production, West Virgi iia 
operators have been able to quote pr. '•es 
which the other operators cannot meet 
The operators paying the Chicago scale 
have been obliged to supply their trade 
at prices which leave no profit w hat­ 
ever. This has been the means of band 
ing together'the operators of the various 
districts in competition with West Vir 
ginia operators, stronger than they have 
ever been before. 
They will demand a 
reduction for next year and will enforce 
their demands. 
The operators would 
rather pay good wages than poor ones 
if their competitors were obliged to pay 
the same, but they w ill be forced to 
take a stand for their own protection 
—New York Sun.

A BK of W igwagging That Told of 
tenant Hobson’# Safety. 
The various methods of signaling in 
the navy have been much commented 
on. They are striking and very impress­ 
ive to the civilian. Their use has been 
so often spoken of by war correspond­ 
ents that the general public is now able 
to recognize the fact that signaling is 
being done when the process of trans 
m itting a message is seen. 
One bit of 
wigwagging which, however, one with 
out experience would hardly have recog 
nized as such was the first means by 
which the flagship New York learned 
of the safety of Lieutenant Hobson and 
the volunteer crew of the collier Merci 
mac. 
The Spanish tug Colon, with a white 
flag of truce displayed on the jackstaff, 
, had come out from the entrance to the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba on June 4. 


I The Vixen had been ordered in to meet 
her and was returning to the flagship 
with the Spanish delegation on board. 
As she drew near the New York one of 
her officers left the group on top of her 
deckhouse aud came around to a point 
on the ship’s side where be was out of 
sight from those above him. 
Standing 
there, he took off bis cap and, resting 
lits right elbow in his 15ft hand, waved 
the cap violently in semicircles.

Brig ht and spicy , the N ews R eview. 


Rear Admiral W. S. Schley reached 
Washington the other afternoon shortly 
after 4 o’clock. The news of his coming 
had been published, and a small but en­ 
thusiastic crowd was w aiting at the 
station to welcome him. As he stepped 
from the train his adm irers broke into 
applause, and a delegation on bicycles 
preceded his carriage, inform ing the 
people along the route that Schley was 
coming. 
After registering at the Shoreham 
Admiral Schley paid his respects to 
Acting Secretary of the Nav y Allen 
and with him called at the W hite 
House, where he was warmly receiv ed. 
The president congratulated him on the 
part he had played in the battle of San­ 
tiago and read to him the instructions 
which w ill be giv en to the Porto Rico 
m ilitary commission, of which he is a 
member. Admiral Schley then returned 
to his hotel, where he passed a quiet 
ev ening. The adm iral was accompanied 
by Mrs. Schley, and during the ev en­ 
ing a num ber of friends called to see 
them. In an interv iew w ith a reporter 
Adm iral Schley gav e an interesting ac­ 
count of the battle of July 3 and the 
bombardment of Santiago. 
“ My m ind in regard to the b attle,” 
he said, “ is like a camera full of in­ 
stantaneous photographs the negativ es 
of which hav e not been fully dev eloped. 
It has been so far impossible for me to 
form a correct impression of the entire 
engagement, but in thinking it ov er 
from tim e to tim e I remember new cir­ 
cumstances and impressions that were 
made on my m ind at the time, but 
w-hich bad not before been remembered. 
In the course of tim e I w ill hav e the 
negativ es well dev eloped and be able to 
giv e the correct history of the engage­ 
m ent as I saw it. 
“ As far as onr being in the least un­ 
prepared for the battle, it is all non­ 
sense. 
We could not hav e been more 
prepared for them if they had notified 
ns th at they were coming ont. O nr men 
watched the harbor night and day so 
closely that a ratconldnot hav e slipped 
out w ithout being seen. The enemy was 
unable to put a shov el of fresh coal on 
their fires w ithout the fact being report­ 
ed. 
Beyond the hills a t the entrance to 
the harbor we could see the smoke aris­ 
ing from the enem y’s v essels. W hile it 
was thin we were a t rest, but if a par­ 
ticularly black cloud arose we were 
alert. 
“ On the m orning the enemy left the 
harbor my quarterm aster reported to me 
th at the columns of smoke were shifting 
about the harbor and were denser than 
usual. 
It looked as though they were 
preparing for a dash. 
1 was positiv e 
that they would come out w ithin 24 
hours. Public opinion ev erywhere is the 
same, and public opinion was sure to 
force Cerv era to fight. So sure were we 
that they were coming out of the har­ 
bor that we were a t quarters when they 
appeared, and three m inutes later we 
had begun firing. 
It was the same on 
the other v essels, and the signal that 
the enemy was coming ont appeared on 
all the ahips alm ost at the same in­ 
stant.” 
In speaking of the engagement Admi­ 
ral Schley said th at he took the v essels 
one after another as fast as he could, 
and, being in the lead, left the Vizcaya, 
the M aria Teresa and others to be fin­ 
ished by the other v essels w hile he pur­ 
sued the Cristobal Colon. For this rea­ 
son he could not positiv ely deny the 
claim of the Cubans that Admiral Cer­ 
v era surrendered to them and that they 
turned him ov er to the Americans, but 
he could say that this was the first tim e 
th at he had heard of such a claim. He 
had little opportunity of observ ing the 
conduct of the Cubans and could not 
speak from experience. 
He quoted a 
Spanish colonel who said to him that 
he hoped the Americans would not hav e 
the same experience w ith the Cubans 
as allies that the Spaniards had with 
them as enemies. 
“ They are an excel­ 
lent adv ance guard of a retreat,” said 
the colonel, “ and an adm irable rear 
guard for an adv ance.” 
In speaking of the relativ e m erits of 
the 8 inch and 13 inch guns as shown 
in the engagement Admiral Schley said: 
“ I think the relativ e merits of the two 
guns are about the same. The only dif­ 
ference is th at when you are too far 
away w ith the 8 inch guns for them to 
pierce the arm or of the enemy you 
m ust get nearer. 
If tbey are near 
enough, they w ill shoot through any 
thing put before them. 
It is like the 
case of Admiral Farragut when he sent 
a commander to bombard a fort. When 
the commander had reached ihe station 
assigned, he signaled, ‘I caauot reach 
the enem y.’ ‘Go nearer,’ signaled back 
Admiral F arragut.” 
To the American sailo r and 
the man 
behind the g un” Admiral Schley say s 
he canno t g iv e eno ug h pra.se. 
“ I co n­ 
sider it the hig hest h c iij 
o crtramand 
such a snleudid bo dv o f 
better 


^ iJors anrt ngnters can be found in the 
world, and I doubt if they can be 
equaled. 
During moments when a rain 
of iron hail was pouring all around us 
the men laughed, 
and when a .shot 


I struck near them they gav e a cheer. 


I They were absolutely fearless, ev en in 
the face of death. 
How we escaped 
with such little loss will always be a 
marv el to me. 
From the instant the 
nose of the first ship appeared beyond 
the harbor entrance the 2:>paniards pour- 
ad into us and about us a terrible and 
continuous lire from all their guns. 
They were prepared to fire as rapidly 
as possible and did so in their desper­ 
ate hope of escape. 
I do not think the 
result was du^ to any confusion on 
their ships, but to a lack of practice. 
They simply could not h it us, while 
our men were so well trained th at they 
could almost h it a mosquito. For sev en 
or eight years they had been practicing 
for such an opportunity, and they pum p­ 
ed shot after shot into the enemy, and 
after they secured the range ev ery shot 
told. 
The Spaniards underrated the 
Aniericaus and America from the be­ 
ginning. As a m atter of fact they were 
nev er in our class at all. The ships that 
sailed out of the harbor were the finest 
th at could be put together, yet they 
nev er had a chance of escaping. 
If I 
had been in command of the enemy’s 
fleet, I would nev er hav e adopted the 
tactics employed by Adm iral Cerv era. 
If they hud scattert>d as soon as they 
had come ont, one or two m ight hav e 
escaped, which would hav e been a v ic­ 
tory for him, ev en if the others had 
been sacrificetl. 
If he had taken a dark 
night, 
he would hav e had a better 
chance. 
If I had been in his place, I 
should not hav e let a dark night pass 
w ithout trying to escape. As it was, he 
could not hav e suited our conv enience 
better. 
W’hen he came out, we w’ere 
prepared to fight and, if necessary, to 
chase him. 
I had coal and prov isions 
enough to follow him to Cadiz. ” 
Admiral Schley said he thought the 
surrender of Santiago was due to the 
bombardment by the nav y. If it had not 
surrendered when it did, the town 
would hav e been wiped from the map. 
“ Out of 106 8 and 6 inch shots fired 
ov er the hills at the city, ” he said, 
“ 101 fell in the city itself. 
If the city 
had not surrendered the next day, we 
would hav e brought up the other v es 
sels and dropped the 10 and 13 inch 
shells into the city. They had no alter­ 
nativ e but to surrender. 
The distance 
was 4 1 - 2 miles, and the interv ening hills 
were about 250 feet in height. It shows 
bow accurate was our gunnery. 
I saw 
no listing of the v essels for the purpose 
of bombarding the town. 
It was not 
necessary in the case of the Brooklyn, 
as we simply elev ated the guns with 
the ordinary elev ating apparatus. 
I do 
not believ e th at the Indiana and the 
Texas were listed for this purpose, as 
no 13 inch shells were fired. 
They 
would hav e been brought into serv ice 
the next day if it bad befcn necessary. ”

After his farm work is done, howev ­ 
er, Zelenski undergoes a metamorpho­ 
sis. H is garm ents of jeans are shed and 
replaced by clothing of the most fash­ 
ionable cut. 
He owns a horse and bug­ 
gy which are the env y of many West 
Orange youths of more exalted positions 
in life, and in his ev ening v isits to lo­ 
cal hostelries he opens genuine wine 
and buys fine suppers w ith the utmost 
sang froid. 
Baron Zelenski, as he is known to 
his friends, was as poor as the ordinary 
farm laborer until a month ago, when 
he receiv ed a letter from his distant 
home in Austria, which he has not seen 
for many years, informing him of the 
death of a relativ e who had left him an 
income of more than $2,000 a year. 
This income is paid in m onthly pay­ 
ments of $40 and annual payments be­ 
sides of $1,600. The first $1,600 install­ 
ment of his fortune arriv ed two weeks 
ago, and Zelenski has been enjoying bis 
luck to the fullest possible extent.

ADMIRAL SCHLEY TALKS 


He Tells About the Naval Battle 
Off Santiago. 


FULLY PREPARED FOR CERVERA 


Bright and spicy, the N ews Review. 


The Men W e re a t Quarters W hen th e 
Spanish S h ip s A p p e a re d and Three Min­ 
utes L a te r B egan Firing—Merits of the 
Thirteen a n d E ig h t Inch O n u s Compared. 
Tributes to th e Sailors and Men Behind 
the Gans. 


Rear Admiral W. S. Schley reached 
Washington the other afternoon shortly 
after 4 o’clock. The news of his coming 
had been published, and a small but en­ 
thusiastic crowd was waiting at the 
station to welcome him. As he stepped 
from the train his admirers broke into 
applause, and a delegation on bicycles 
preceded his carriage, informing the 
people along the route that Schley was 
coming. 
After registering at the Shoreham 
Admiral Schley paid bi6 respects to 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen 
and with him called at the White 
House, where he was warmly received. 
The president congratulated him on the 
part he had played in the battle of San­ 
tiago and read to him the instructions 
which will be given to the Porto Rico 
military commission, of which he is a 
member. Admiral Schley then returned 
to his hotel, where he passed a quiet 
evening. The admiral was accompanied 
by Mrs. Schley, and during the even­ 
ing a number of friends called to see 
them. In an interview with a reporter 
Admiral Schley gave an interesting ac­ 
count of the battle of July 3 and the 
bombardment of Santiago. 
“ My mind in regard to the battle,” 
he said, “ is like a camera full of in­ 
stantaneous photographs the negatives 
of which have not been fully developed. 
It has been so far impossible for me to 
form a correct impression of the entire 
engagement, but in thinking it over 
from time to time I remember new cir­ 
cumstances aud impressions that were 
made on my mind at the time, but 
which had not before been remembered. 
In the course of time I will have the 
negatives well developed and be able to 
give the correct history of the engage­ 
ment as I saw it. 
“ As far as our being in the least un­ 
prepared for the battle, it is all non­ 
sense. 
We could not have been more 
prepared for them if they had notified 
us that they were coming out. Our men 
watched the harbor night and day so 
closely that a rat could not have slipped 
out without being seen. The enemy was 
unable to put a shovel of fresh coal on 
their fires without the fact being report­ 
ed. Beyond the hills at the entrance to 
the harbor we could see the smoke aris­ 
ing from the enemy’s vessels. While it 
was thin we were at rest, but if a par­ 
ticularly black cloud arose we were 
alert. 
“ On the morning the enemy left the 
harbor my quartermaster reported to me 
that the columns of smoke were shifting 
about the harbor and were denser than 
usual. It looked as though they were 
preparing for a dash. I was positive 
that they would come out within 24 
hours. Public opinion everywhere is the 
same, and public opinion was sure to 
force Cervera to fight. So sore were we 
that they were coming out of the har­ 
bor that we were at quarters when they 
appeared, and three minutes later we 
had begun firing. It was the same on 
the other vessels, aud the signal that 
the enemy was coming out appeared on 
all the .ships almost at the same in­ 
stant.” 
In speaking of the engagement Admi­ 
ral Schley said that he took the vessels 
one after another as fast as he could, 
and, being in the lead, left the Vizcaya, 
the Maria Teresa auld others to be fin­ 
ished by the other vessels while he pur­ 
sued the Cristobal Colon. For this rea­ 
son he could not positively deny the 
claim of the Cubans that Admiral Cer­ 
vera surrendered to them and that they 
turned him over to the Americans, but 
he could say that this was the first time 
that he had heard of such a claim. He 
had little opportunity of observing the 
conduct of the Cubans and could not 
speak from experience. 
He quoted a 
Spanish colonel who said to him that 
he hoped the Americans would not have 
the same experience with the Cabans 
as allies that the Spaniards had with 
them as enemies. “ They are an excel­ 
lent advance guard of a retreat,” said 
the colonel, “ and an admirable rear 
guard for an advance. ” 
In speaking of the relative merits of 
the 8 inch and 13 inch guns as shown 
in the engagement Admiral Schley said: 
“ I think the relative merits of the two 
guns are about the same. The only dif­ 
ference is that when you are too far 
away with the 8 inch guns for them to 
pierce the armor of the enemy you 
must get nearer. 
If they are near 
enough, they will shoot through any 
thing put before them. It is like the 
case of Admiral Farragut when he sent 
a commander to bombard a fort When 
the commander had reached the station 
assigned, he signaled, ‘I cannot reach 
the enemy.’ ‘Go nearer,’ signaled back 
Admiral Farragut.” 
To the American sailor and “ the man 
behind tho g u n ” Admiral Schley says 
he cannot give enough pr&se. 
“ I con­ 
sider it the highest hci^J <o command 
No better 


sailors and ngtiters can be found in the 
world, and I doubt if they can be 
equaled. During moments when a rain 
of iron hail was pouring all around us 
the men laughed, aud when a shot 
struck near them they gave a cheer. 
They were absolutely fearless, even in 
the face of death. 
How we escaped 
with such little loss will always be a 
marvel to me. From the instant the 
nose of the first ship appeared beyond 
the harbor entrance the Spaniards pour­ 
ed into us and about us a terrible and 
continuous fire from a1) their guns. 
They were prepared to fire as rapidly 
as possible and did so in their desper­ 
ate hope of escape. I do not think the 
result was dud to any confusion on 
their ships, but to a lack of practice. 
They simply could not hit us, while 
our men were so well trained that they 
could almost hit a mosquito. For seven 
or eight years they had been practicing 
for such an opportunity, and they pump­ 
ed shot after shot into the enemy, and 
after they secured the range every shot 
told. 
The Spaniards underrated the 
Americans and America from the be­ 
ginning. As a matter of fact they were 
never in our class at all. The ships that 
sailed out of the harbor were the finest 
that could be put together, yet they 
never had a chance of escaping. If I 
had been in command of the enemy’s 
fleet, I would never have adopted the 
tactics employed by Admiral Cervera. 
If they had scattered as soon as they 
had come out, oi.e or two might have 
escaped, which would have been a vic­ 
tory for him, even if the others had 
been sacrificed* If he had taken a dark 
night, be would have had a better 
chance. If I had been in his place, I 
should not have let a dark night pass 
without trying to escape. As it was, he 
could not have suited our convenience 
better. 
When he came out, we were 
prepared to fight and, if necessary, to 
chase him. 
I had coal and provisions 
enough to follow him to Cadiz.” 
Admiral Schley said he thought the 
surrender of Santiago was due to the 
bombardment by the navy. If it had not 
surrendered when it did, the town 
would have been wiped from the map. 
“Out of 106 8 and 6 inch shots fired 
over the hills at the city,’’ he said, 
“ 101 fell in the city itself. If the city 
had not surrendered the next day, we 
would have brought up the other ves­ 
sels and dropped the IO and IS inch 
shells into the city. They had no alter­ 
native but to surrender. 
The distance 
was 4% miles, and the intervening hills 
were about 250 feet in height. It shows 
how accurate was our gunnery. I saw 
no listing of the vessels for the purpose 
of bombarding the town. It was not 
necessary in the case of the Brooklyn, 
as we simply elevated the guns with 
the ordinary elevating apparatus. I do 
not believe that the Indiana and the 
Texas were listed for this purpose, as 
no IS inch shells were fired. 
They 
would have been brought into service 
the next day if it had beta necessary.”

He owns a horse and bug­

Rear A dm iral W. S. Schley reached 
Washington the other afternoon shortly 
after 4 o’clock. The news of his coming 
had been published, and a small but en­ 
thusiastic crowd was waiting at the 
station to welcome him. As he stepped 
from the train his admirers broke into 
applause, and a delegation on bicycles 
preceded his carriage, informing the 
people along the route that Schley was 
coming. 
After registering at the Shoreham 
Admiral Schley paid his respects to 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen 
and with him called at the White 
House, where he was vrarmly received. 
The president congratulated him on the 
part he had played in the battle of San­ 
tiago and read to him the instructions 
which will be given to the Porto Rico 
m ilitary commission, of which he is a 
member. Admiral Schley then returned 
to his hotel, where he passed a quiet 
evening. The admiral was accompanied 
by Mrs. Schley, and during the even­ 
ing a number of friends called to see 
them. In an interview with a reporter 
Admiral Schley gave an interesting ac­ 
count of the battle of July 3 and the 
bombardment of Santiago. 
‘‘My mind in regard to the battle,” 
he said, “ is like a camera fnll of in­ 
stantaneous photographs the negatives 
of which have not been fully developed. 
It has been so far impossible for me to 
form a correct impression of the entire 
engagement, but in thinking it over 
from time to time I remember new cir­ 
cumstances aud impressions that were 
made on my mind at the time, but 
which bad not before been remembered. 
In the course of time I will have the 
negatives well developed and be able to 
give the correct history of the engage­ 
ment as I saw it. 
‘‘As far as our being in the least un­ 
prepared for the battle, it is all non­ 
sense. 
We could not have been more 
prepared for them if they had notified 
us that they were coming ont. Our men 
watched the harbor night and day so 
closely that a rat could not have slipped 
ont without being seen. The enemy was 
unable to put a shovel of fresh coal on 
their fires without the fact being report 
ed. Beyond the hills at the entrance to 
the harbor we could see the smoke aris­ 
ing from the enemy’s vessels. While it 
was thin we were at rest, but if a par­ 
ticularly black cloud arose we were 
alert. 
‘‘On the morning the enemy left the 
harbor my quartermaster reported to me 
that the columns of smoke were shifting 
about the harbor and were denser than 
usual. It looked as though they were 
preparing for a dash. I was positive 
that they would come ont within 24 
hours. Public opinion everywhere is the 
same, and public opinion was sure to 
force Cervera to fight. So sure were we 
that they were coming ont of the har­ 
bor that we were at quarters when they 
appeared, and three minutes later we 
had begnn firing. It was the same on 
the other vessels, and the signal that 
the enemy was coming ont appeared on 
all the ahips almost at the same in­ 
stant.” 
In speaking of the engagement Admi­ 
ral Schley said that he took the vessels 
one after another as fast as he coaid, 
and, being in the lead, left the Vizcaya, 
the Maria Teresa and others to be fin­ 
ished by the other vessels while he pur­ 
sued the Cristobal Colon. For this rea­ 
son he could not positively deny the 
claim of the Cubans that Admiral Cer­ 
vera surrendered to them and that they 
turned him over to the Americans, but 
he could say that this was the first time 
that he had heard of such a claim. He 
had little opportunity of observing the 
conduct of the Cubans and could not 
speak from experience. He quoted a 
Spanish colonel who said to him that 
he hoped the Americans would not have 
the same experience with the Cubans 
as allies that the Spaniards had with 
them as enemies. 
‘‘They are an excel­ 
lent advance guard of a retreat, ” said 
the colonel, ‘‘and an admirable rear 
guard for an advance. ’ ’ 
In speaking of the relative merits of 
the 8 inch and 13 inch guns as shown 
in the engagement Admiral Schley said: 
‘‘I think the relative merits of the two 
guns are about the same. The only dif­ 
ference is that when you are too far 
away with the 8 inch guns for them to 
pierce the armor of the enemy you 
must get nearer. 
If they are near 
enough, they will shoot through any 
thing put before them . 
It is like the 
case of A dm iral F arrag u t when he sent 
a com m ander to bombard a fort. W hen 
the com m ander had reached ?he station 
assigned, he signaled, ‘I cannot reach 
the enem y.’ ‘Go n earer,’ signaled back 
Admiral F a rra g u t.” 
To the Am erican sailor and “ the m an 
behind the aim ” Admiral Schley says 


sailors anet Ugliters can be fonnd in the 
world, and I doubt if they can be 
equaled. 
During moments when a rain 
of iron hail was pouring all around us 
the men laughed, and when a shot 
struck m ar them they gave a cheer. 
They were absolutely fearless, even in 
the face of death. 
How we escaped 
with such little loss will always be a 
marvel to me. 
From the instant the 
nose of the first ship appeared beyond 
the harbor entrance the Spaniards pour­ 
ed into us aud about us a terrible and 
xaitinuous fire from all their guns. 
They were prepared to fire as rapidly 
as possible ami did so in their desper­ 
ate hope of escape. 
I do not think the 
result was dud to any confusion on 
their ships, but to a lack of practice. 
They simply could not hit us, while 
our men were so well trained that they 
oould almost hit a mosquito. For seven 
or eight years they had been practicing 
for such an opportunity, aud they pump­ 
ed shot after shot into the enemy, and 
after they secured the range every shot 
told. 
The Spaniards underrated the 
Americans and America from the be­ 
ginning. As a matter of fact they were 
never in our class at all. The ships that 
sailed out of the harbor were the finest 
that could be put together, yet they 
never had a chance of escaping. If I 
had been in command of the enemy’s 
fleet, I would never have adopted the 
tactics employed by Admiral Cervera. 
If they had scattered as soon as they 
had come out, one or two might have 
escaped, which would have been a vic­ 
tory for him, even if the others had 
been sacrificed* If he had taken a dark 
night, be would have had a better 
chance. If I had been in his place, I 
should not have let a dark night pass 
without trying to escape. As it was, he 
could not have suited our convenience 
better. 
When he came out, we were 
prepared to fight and, if necessary, to 
chase him. 
I had coal and provisions 
enough to follow him to Cadiz. ” 
Admiral Schley said he thought the 
surrender of Santiago was due to the 
bombardment by the navy. If it had not 
surrendered when it did, the town 
would have been wiped from the map. 
‘‘Out of 106 8 and 6 inch shots fired 
over the hills at the city, ” he said, 
‘‘101 fell in the city itself. If the city 
had not surrendered the next day, we 
woald have brought up the other ves­ 
sels and dropped the IO and 13 inch 
shells into the city. They had no alter­ 
native but to surrender. 
The distance 
was 
miles, and the intervening hills 
were about 250 feet in height. It shows 
how accurate was our gunnery. I saw 
no listing of the vessels for the purpose 
of bombarding the town. It was not 
necessary in the case of the Brooklyn, 
as we simply elevated the guns with 
the ordinary elevating apparatus. I do 
not believe that the Indiana and the 
Texas were listed for this purpose, as 
no 13 inch shells were fired. 
They 
would have been brought into service 
the next day if it bad befen necessary. ”

After his farm work is done, howev­ 
er, Zelenski undergoes a metamorpho­ 
sis. His garments of jeans are shed and 
replaced by clothing of the most fash­ 
ionable cut. 
He owd8 a horse and bug­ 
gy which are the envy of many West 
Orange youths of more exalted positions 
in life, and in his evening visits to lo­ 
cal hostelries he opens genuine wine 
and buys fine suppers with the utmost 
sang froid. 
Baron Zelenski, as he is known to 
his friends, was as poor as the ordinary 
farm laborer until a month ago, when 
he received a letter from his distant 
jome in Austria, which he has not seen 
for many years, informing him of the 
death of a relative who had left him an 
income of more than $2,000 a year.

Why, we burn up the 
clothes of all the soldiers who come i 
into the detention hospital, ’’ was the I 
reply. 
“ You didn't burn up tho money that 
was in the pocket of my blue shirt, did 
you?” 
“ How much was there?” 
“ Twelve dollars—all I had. ” 
“ Then I ’m afraid it’s gone now. You 
didn’t tell us there was any there, and 
we do not look through the clothes.” 
The soldier’s face turned deadly pale, 
and he seemed to utterly collapse. 
The 
look of joy upon his face over the pros­ 
pect of going home again was gone, and 
he staggered wearily back to the cot he 
had so lately occupied. A few moments 
later General Hawley’s daughter, Miss 
Hawley, who is acting as a nurse in the 
hospital, heard of the soldier’s misfor­ 
tune. 
She hurried around among the 
nurses and shortly after was leaning 
over the soldier’s cot. 
“ I am awfully 
sorry,’’ she said, “ but a mistake bas 
been made. Your money has been found, 
and I have brought it to you.” The 
look of utter dejection was goue in a 
moment. Strength and renewed energy 
were returniug again, aud a smiie over 
spread his face. He went home the o th -1 
er day aud will probably never know 
that his money had been burned asid 
that what he thought his was given 
through the sympathy and generosity 
of the kiud hearted women who are do­ 
ing all they can in Camp Wikoff to al­ 
leviate the suffering of the soldiers.—

The emperor’s fortitude is the topic of 
universal admiration. He is bearing ud 
manfully despite 
the fearful snoek 
which, in view of his age, had inspired 
the gravest apprehensions. 
Although 
at first stunned aud then slightly hys­ 
terical, he soon regained his self con­ 
trol and displayed remarkable calmness. 
O ccasion ally, 
however, 
completely 
overpowered by his grief, he moaned 
piteously, repeatedly sobbing the name 
of the empress. 
Addressing Prince Von Liechtenstein, 
chief marshal of the imperial house 
hold, he exclaimed Saturday evening: 
“It is inconceivable how' a man could 
lilt his bond against one tfrho never in 
her life injured any tydy, one did /w ill­ 
ing but good.” 
Then he moaned: “Nothing is spared 
to me in this world.” 
He managed to sleep several hours 
Saturday nignt and said Sunday morn­ 
ing he felt comparatively well, discour­ 
aging the attempts of his attendants to 
display solicituo for his health. 
The shock of the news crazed one of 
the court servants who rushed from the 
palace to bury Platz, shrieking “ where 
is the murderer of our empress.” 
Dispatches of condolence were sent 
from all parts of the world testifying to 
profound horror and sympathy. Among 
them were messages from President 
McKinley, Emperor William'aud from 
nearly all the European sovereigns.

THE VICTORIOUS SIRDAR. 


C a re e r a n d P ro m o tio n o S ir H o ra tio H e r-

M ajor General Sir Koratio Herbert 
Kitchener, G. B ., C. NL G., has ren­ 
dered the greatest service to his country, 
both in a m ilitary and civil capacity. 
He was born in 1851 md obtained a 
lientenanfc’s commission when 20 years 
of age. 
He became ca Rain in 1883, 
m ajor in the following j ar, lieutenant 
colonel in 1885 and coloiel in 1888. 
The eight years batw-en 1874 and 
1882 were spent in civil employment. 
In 1874 he joined the eu rey of western 
Palestine under M ajor Cindor. 
After 
the attack on the party at Saied, in 
1875, he returned to Engltud and until 
1877 was engaged in layug down the 
Palestine exploration fund’s map. 
Re­ 
turning to the Holy Lane in 1877, he 
executed the whole of tie survey of 
Galilee. In 1878 be was seat to Cyprus 
to organize the courte. He was next ap­ 
pointed vice cohsul at Erzirum. 
Sub­ 
sequently he returned to Cyprus and 
made a survey of the entire island. 
He 
resumed m ilitary service in 1882, when, 
hearing that an Egyptian army was be­ 
ing organized by Sir Eveljn Wood, he 
volunteered for the service and was ap­ 
pointed one of the two im jois of the 
cavalry. He was deputy assistant ad ju ­ 
tant and quarterm aster general in the 
N ile expedition, 1884-5; wts in com­ 
mand of a brigade of the Egyptian arm y 
in the operations near Sualin in De­ 
cember, 1888, and was present in the 
engagem ent at Gemaizah. 
Ha was also 
in the engagem ent at Toski on the Su­ 
dan frontier in 1889. D uiing this period 
he obtained various medals and orders 
and was frequently mentioned in dis­ 
patches. 
After -the Sudan campaign he was 
selected to reorganize the Egyptian 
arm y and appointed sirdar of theforces, 
and striking testim ony to his ability 
has been given by the efficiency of the 
troops under his command during the 
expedition which has culm inated in the 
recapture of the stronghold of the fa 
natics from the dervishes. 
His career 
affords a striking example of rapid ad­ 
vancement, for the sirdar is only 47 
years of age. Sir H oratio Kitchener has 
probably had greater 
experience of 
Egypt and the Sudan than any other 
living officer, and his reputation, loth 
as a soldier' and an adm inistrator, has 
been more than sustained by the Sudan 
cam paign.— New York Herald.

Henceforward—to use Nelson’s words 
Ibout his own most desperate acction— 
'there was no maneuvering, there was 
only downright fighting,” and great as 
was Jones unquestionable merit as a 
handler of ships it was downright fight­ 
ing endurance of the most extreme and 
individual character that won this bat­ 
tle. When thus in contact, tile superior­ 
ity of the British eighteens over the 
American twelves, though less than at 
a distance, was still great, but a far 
heavier disparity lay in the fabrics of 
the two enemies. 
The Richard was a 
very old ship, rotten, never meant for 
naval use. 
The Serapis was new, on 
her first commission. The fight hitherto 
having engaged the port guns of the 
latter, the starboard 
lower gunports 
were still closed, and from the ships 
touching could not be opened. 
They 
were therefore blown off, and the fight 
went on. 
‘‘A novelty in naval combats was 
now presented to many witnesses, but 
to few adm irers,” quaintly wrote Lieu­ 
tenant Dale, who was in the midst of 
the scene below decks. 
“ The rammers 
were run into the respective ships to 
enable the men to load” —that is, the 
staves of the rammers of one ship en­ 
tered the ports of the other as the guns 
were being loaded. 
‘‘We became so 
close fore and aft,” reported Pearson, 
“ that the muzzles of our guns touched 
each other’s sides,’’ and even so, by the 
testimony of the lieutenant on the lower 
gun deck of the Serapis, her guns coaid 
not be fully run out owing to the near­ 
ness of the vessels.—Captain Mahan in 
Scribner’s.

Now that astonishment, which was 
the chief emotion excited by the czar’s 
suggestion of disarmament, has some­ 
what subsided, it is possible to gain 
some idea of the effect ut his circular 
upon 
European opinion, official and 
popular. It must be said that the trans­ 
ports of joy wherewith the ingenuous 
lovers of peace welcomed tho utterance 
as heralding a utopian era have entire­ 
ly disappeared. Suspicion of the mo­ 
tives aud object of the proclamation, 
which a few days ago was denounced as 
cynical aud unworthy, is rapidly be­ 
coming general. 
Public comment in England and Ger­ 
many has been almost wholly an in­ 
dorsement of the czar’s sentiments, yet 
in no country is disbelief in Russia’s 
good faith so strong as in England. 
Englishmen are too polite openly to 
question the czar’s motives, but at heart 
they have no confidence in his ingen­ 
uousness. This incredulity finds public 
expression chiefly in the criticism that 
the proposal is impracticable. England, 
however, will give the czar every op­ 
portunity and encouragement to show 
to what extent he would be willing to 
pat bis ideas into practice. 
France is not only skeptical, but is 
exasperated and angry that such a rad­ 
ical move should be made without even 
a preliminary hint to her as an allied 
nation. 
It is significant that the czar’s 
letter is everywhere referred to in 
France as the Moravieff circular, it be­ 
ing taken for granted that it is an im ­ 
portant move in the great diplomatic 
game now playing aud not a platonic 
declaration of principles by a peace lov­ 
ing czar. Even the ignorant masses cry, 
“ What about Alsace-Lorraine?” and 
the Franco-Russian alliance suffers se­ 
riously in the popular estimation. Italy, 
which of all the countries of Europe is 
most severely oppressed by the burdens 
of militarism, greets the Russian pro­ 
posal with apprehensive inquiry as to 
what it means, never for a moment ap­ 
parently crediting the czar with acting 
in good faith. 
Tile Russians themselves probably 
admit that almost universal distrust is 
not unnatural or unjustified by the re­ 
cent Russian policy. It has been pointed 
out in the past day or two in every cap­ 
ital iii Europe that almost every great 
war in this century has been immedi­ 
ately preceded by some declaration of 
pacific intentions from some country

J is shrewdly suspected that a forewarn­ 
ing of this move was one of the causes 
of the czar’s proposal. Given a friendly 
understanding between England and 
; Germany and England and America, 
aud all hope of Russian aggrandize­ 
ment by means of force woald tie at *yi 
end. 
Moreover, Russian diplomacy is 
the most skillful aud successful in the 
world, while the Russian arms have 
been 
peculiarly 
unfortunate. 
There 
would l>e none so quick as Russia to 
recognize as u decisive factor the force 
majeure and submit thereto. 
What 
could be more to her advantage than to 
procure the elimination of force and 
pursue her ambitions by diplomacy, 
wherein she is supreme and now is al­ 
most daily winning victories? 
But for the present not a country in 
Europe dreums of relaxing for a mo­ 
ment the mad competition iu building 
warships and equipping armies, nor 
does anybody, except perhaps a few gen­ 
tle members of the Peace society, be­ 
lieve the czar’s proposal will bring any 
practical relief from the intolerable 
burdens of the military and naval ar­ 
maments which are crushing the other 
nations, and there are those who think 
that the remarkable document emanat­ 
ing from the Russian government may 
prove the beginning of the eud, 
It cer­ 
tainly marks the approach of a crisis 
which mast come when the lim it of en­ 
durance bas been reached. It is possible

Captain Harry Palmer Writes 
a Letter From Manila.

Colorbearer Harry Palmer has the fol­ 
lowing to say of camp life of the Tenth, 
in a letter from Manila, dated July 81: 
“ All is not gold that glitters.” 
The 
natives have 
their 
bamboo huts— 
thatched—within 15 feet of our guard 
line. 
They deal in gin, wine, bananas, 
pineapples, cocoanuts, mangroves, bread 
fruit, oranges and limes. 
They have 
already become Americanized and are 
clever and shrewd in their dealings 
with the boys in blue, asking a penny 
each for bananas, and as American 
money is worth doable that of Mexico 
or Spain, our bananas—of inferior grade 
and quality—cost us about six cents per 
dozen. 
Oranges, poor quality, about 
the same figure. 
Cocoanuts at two for 
five 
cents—American. 
Our IO cent 
pieces are worth IO cents in Mexican or 
Spanish money. 
The natives do not 
desire our small coin, nothing less than 
a cart wheel or dollar. 
$24.00 is the 
ruling figure, in Spanish coin, for an 
American $10.00 gold piece. 
There has 
been established here, in the brigade, a 
sutler’s outfit or “commissary,” and 
they will accept nothing but U. S. 
money. 
Here was my ration for dinner today. 
Pour hardtack, ordinary size; platter of 
beans, and soup with small piece of fat 
m eat; quart of black coffee, good and 
strong; teaspoonful of brown sugar. 
Our breakfast ration is at times bot 
four hardtack and a quart of coffee. If I 
have sugar issued then I am happy ; if 
not, otherwise. At times we issue a can 
of salmon to three men. 
I can’t eat ’em 
at home; but note me devour them here. 
Tomatoes are also issued me, but I can’t 
go them. 
Private Porte, Company D, today shot 
himself through the left forefinger; acci­ 
dental ; wound severe; bulldog revolver. 
The First Colorado regiment was on 
outpost duty last night. Member of 
Company K was shot through tbe arm 
while the regiment was enroute for 
camp. 
Mauser rifle and Spanish bullet 
did the work. 
The Tenth will do out­ 
post duty tomorrow, God willing. 
Sharpshooters of the First Colorado 
are reported as having picked off quite 
a number of Spaniards yesterday, near 
Manila, while assisting the insurgents 
in doing duty. 
The boys go bathing in the Pacific 
every night, from 8 until 9 o’clock, when 
all lights must be extinguished. 
Cuttle 
or jelly fish are dangerous features in 
the ocean. 
These fish sting the lads 
and cause them much pain and annoy­ 
ance. 
God pity the Spaniard—he has none 
so poor as to do him honor. 
For 800 
years he has misruled this island and 
this people, and has ground down the 
natives ’neath the iron heel of excessive 
taxation. 
The native is now a squatter, 
and he pays rental to no one. 
He’s a 
small but brawny and muscular crea­ 
ture, capable 
of 
carrying immense 
loads. 
The females carry all loads upon 
their heads, and this keeps them very 
erect. 
The 
babies and youth are 
handsome, 
bat 
age 
rapidly 
aud 
become very ugly in appearance and ac­ 
tion. 
They like the “machete” or cane j 
cotter, aud handle it very elderly. Ants 
are a nuisance. 
They exist in great 
numbers. The mosquitos are strong and 
healthy aud willing workers. 
Lizards 
abound. 
Monkeys are plentiful. Quite j 
a number are now held as pets by the | 
boys in blue. 
Corporal Anderson, B 
company. New Brighton, is the proud | 
owner of a particularly intelligent monk, j 
I have just let a native woman take my 
white duck pants and ooat and one of 
my shirts to laundry. The three articles 
will cost me BO cents Mexicano or 16 j 
cents Americano. 
Gin is the favorite article of the topers 
here. Costs three cents a glass and kills 
at 40 rods. 
I out my hand badly the 
other day ; bled copiously ; fainted away 
twioe, like a good boy. 
Don’t think we shall remain here for 
any great length of time. 
Have an idea 
that peace negotiations have already 
been consummated with Spain and full 
settlement made. 
Hope so, as I do not 
care for bloodshed. 
Cannon are now 
roaring arouud aud about the entrench­ 
ments of the insurgents, and we hear 
an occasional volley of musketry. Great 
noise aud little execution is the order of 
the day. 
The insurgents are anxious to 
overpower tbe Spaniard, 
while the 
latter is eager to avoid this and deal 


with the American, as centuries of op­ 
pression call for hot vengeance in the 
hearts of the natives. 
Lieutenant Ritchey, of H company, 
has rejoined us, accompanied by a pri­ 
vate by the name of Weibeck. 
They 
left us at Honolulu ; went ashore under 
a mistaken idea as to our hour for de­ 
parture ; noted our absence immedi­ 
ately, hired a steam launch and followed 
us out to sea for a distance of over 12 
miles. 
General Green, commander of 
the second expedition, refused to an­ 
swer signals at sea, and the steam 
launch returned to Honolulu. 
Ritchey 
and Weibeck came to us by way of 
Hong Kong, costing them $225 each. 
The other two members of the regi­ 
ment, Dr. M’Oallister and another hos­ 
pital 
attendant, 
are 
still 
absent. 
Ritchey will enter complaint before a 
military court of inquiry, and he may 
cause General 
Greene 
considerable 
trouble. 
We have supplies at Cavite, but can­ 
not reach them handily, as General 
Greene refuses to let more than one offi­ 
cer 
report there 
at a given time. 
Chaplain Hunter aud Quartermaster 
McCormick were yesterday refused per­ 
mission to visit Cavite, despite all their 
promises and pleadings. 
I have two white dock suits, but no 
“blues,” as c r e e p e r s were reported on 
shipboard, and I sent the b lu e s down 
into the depths of the Pacific. 
I am now endeavoring to secure a good 
sized pony for the colonel, as he is “in­ 
disposed” to walk. 
The ponies here are 
built close to the ground, and the colonel 
will have a splendid chance to both walk 
and ride, with an intermediate oppor­ 
tunity of lying down with his mount. 
Corporal John Daniels and Private Joe 
Miller have just come in from “Old 
Manila” or “Little Cavite,” about %% 
miles from our camp, where some 200 
Spaniards are prisoners. 
They are 
poorly cared for and fed, pale and emaci­ 
ated, and are really to be pitied. 
They come and go as they please, and 
are only barred when they attempt to 
reach the Spanish lines. 
Some of them 
have money and trinkets, and with these 
they try to purchase food and drink. 
One of them could talk French, and he 
desired to join the Tenth, in hope of 
securing something to eat. 
Some 27 of 
these Spaniards finally assembled in the 
roadway immediately in front of our 
camp,when Colonel Hawkins tent Lieu­ 
tenant Ritdhey with a number of the 
members of the guard with orders to 
arrest the Dons and take them to the 
guard house. 
The poor Spaniards imag­ 
ined that they were doomed to die, and 
they piteously pleaded that they might 
be spared and that food of some kind 
might be given them. 
Captain Frank 
Hawkins was officer of the day and he 
succeeded in getting them some crackers, 
for which they appeared to be very 
thankful.

The end of the next

M a n a g e r V oting o f t h e H a n n a C o m p a n y 
Say* O ne W ill C o m e N e x t Y ear. 
Manager Young of the M. A. Hanna 
Coal company recently said in Cleve­ 
land: 
“ In the early part of next year we 
will have one of the greatest coal strike* 
the United States has ever seen. All in­ 
dications are that the strike will last 
many months. 
The miners stand at all 
times leady to fight against a reduction 
of wag« s. 
When the Chicago contract 
expires or possibly before that time, 
they will be obliged to accept a reduc­ 
tion of 15 or id cents a ton or fight. 
I 
think they will fight and will fight 
harder than they ever have before. The 
West Virginia miners are 
working 
cheaper than they have ever before. All 
efforts on the part of the other miners 
to organize them have been in vain 
There is no hope that they will bo 
brought into line. 
They seem satisfied 
to work for low wages. 
They treat as 
enemies all miners from other districts 
who go there to organize them. Tho 
coal is easier mined in West Vi pnia 
than other districts, and the w est Vir 
ginia miners make more money on a 
lower mining rate than the miners of 
the other districts. 
“ The operators of Ohio, Indiana, Xiii 
nois and Pittsburg districts have always 
been in competition with West Virginia 
on the trade of the great lakes. 
This 
year, owing to the radical difference in 
the cost of production, West Virgi ba 
operators have been able to quote pr. "es 
which the other operators cannot meet 
The operators paying the Chicago scale 
have been obliged to supply their trade 
at prices which leave no profit what­ 
ever. This has been the means of band 
ing together the operators of the various 
districts in competition with West Vir 
ginia operators, stronger than they have 
ever been before. 
They will demand a 
reduction for next year and w ill enforce 
their demands. 
The operators would 
rather pay good wages than poor ones 
if their competitors were obliged to pay 
the same, but they will be forced to 
take a stand for their own protection ” 
—New York Sun.

Rear Admiral W. S. Schley reached 
Washington the other afternoon shortly 
after 4 o’clock. The news of his coming 
had been published, and a small but en­ 
thusiastic crowd was waiting at the 
station to welcome him. As he stepped 
from the train his admirers broke into 
applause, and a delegation on bicycles 
preceded bis carriage, informing the 
people along the route that Schley was 
coming. 
After registering at the Shoreham 
Admiral Schley paid bis respects to 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Allen 
and with him called at the White 
House, where he was warmly received. 
The president congratulated him on the 
part he had played in the battle of San­ 
tiago and read to him the instructions 
which will be given to the Porto Rico 
military commission, of which he is a 
member. Admiral Schley then returned 
to his hotel, where he passed a quiet 
evening. The admiral was accompanied 
by Mrs. Schley, and during the even­ 
ing a number of friends called to see 
them. In an interview with a reporter 
Admiral Schley gave an interesting ac­ 
count of the battle of July 3 and the 
bombardment of Santiago. 
“ My mind in regard to the battle,” 
he said, “ is like a camera full of in­ 
stantaneous photographs the negatives 
of which have not been fully developed. 
It has been so far impossible for me to 
form a correct impression of the entire 
engagement, but in thinking it over 
from time to time I remember new cir­ 
cumstances aud impressions that were 
made on my mind at the time, but 
w’hich had not before beeu remembered. 
In the course of time I will have the 
negatives well developed and be able to 
give the correct history of the engage­ 
ment as I saw it. 
“ As far as our being in the least un­ 
prepared for the battle, it is all non­ 
sense. 
We could not have been more 
prepared for them if they had notified 
us that they were coming out. Our men 
watched the harbor night and day so 
closely that a rat could not have slipped 
out without being seen. The enemy was 
unable to put a shovel of fresh coal on 
their fires without the fact being report­ 
ed. Beyond the hills at the entrance to 
the harbor we could see the smoke aris­ 
ing from the enemy’s vessels. While it 
was thin we were at rest, but if a par­ 
ticularly black cloud arose we were 
alert. 
“ On the morning the enemy left the 
harbor my quartermaster reported to me 
that the columns of smoke were shifting 
about the harbor and were denser than 
usual. It looked as though they were 
preparing for a dash. 
I was positive 
that they would come out within 24 
hoars. Public opinion everywhere is the 
same, and public opinion was sore to 
force Cervera to fight. So sure were we 
that they were coming out of the har­ 
bor that we were at quarters when they 
appeared, and three minutes later we 
had begun firing. It was the same on 
the other vessels, and the signal that 
the enemy was coming ont appeared on 
all the ships almost at the same in­ 
stant.” 
In speaking of the engagement Admi­ 
ral Schley said that he took the vessels 
one after another as fast as he coaid, 
and, beiug in the lead, left the Vizcaya, 
the Maria Teresa and others to be fin­ 
ished by the other vessels while he pur­ 
sued the Cristobal Colon. For this rea­ 
son he could not positively deny the 
claim of the Cubans that Admiral Cer­ 
vera surrendered to them and that they 
turned him over to the Americans, but 
be could say that this was the first time 
that he had heard of such a claim. He 
had little opportunity of observing the 
conduct of the Cubans aud could not 
speak from experience. 
He quoted a 
Spanish colonel who said to him that 
he hoped the Americans would not have 
the same exjierience with the Cubans 
as allies that the Spaniards had with 
them as enemies. 
“ They are an excel- 
lent advance guard of a retreat, ” said 
the colonel, “ and an admirable rear 
guard for an advance.” 
In speaking of the relative merits of 
the 8 inch and 18 inch guns as shown 
in the engagement Admiral Schley said: 
“ I think the relative merits of the two 
guns are about the same. The only dif­ 
ference is that when yon are too far 
away with the 8 inch guns for them to 
pierce the armor of the enemy you 
must get nearer. 
If they are near 
enough, they will shoot through any 
thing put before them. It is like the 
case of Admiral Farragut when he sent 
a commander to bombard a tort. When 
the commander had reached the station 
assigned, he signaled, 41 cannot reach 
the enemy.’ ’Go nearer,’ signaled back 
Admiral Farragut.” 
To the American sailor aiel “the man 
behind the gun” Admiral Schley says 
ho cannot give enough prase. 
I con- 1 
sider it the highest benj o «*mnand 
such a snlendid body of iwM. No better 
I 1 


sailors amt ng ii tors can be found in the 
world, and I doubt if they can he 
equaled. 
During moments when a rain 
of iron hail was pouring all around us 
the men laughed, aud when a shot 
struck near them they gave a cheer. 
They were absolutely fearless, even in 
the face of death. 
How we escaped 
with such little loss will always be a 
marvel to me. 
From the instant the 
nose of the first ship appeared beyond 
the harbor entrance the Spaniards pour- 
?d into us aud about us a terrible and 
lontinuous fire from all their guns 
They were prepared to fire as rapidly 
as possible and did so in their desper­ 
ate hope of escape. 
I do not think the 
result was dud to any confusion on 
their ships, but to a lack of practice. 
They simply conld not hit us, while 
our men were so well trained that they 
could almost hit a mosquito. For seven 
or eight years they had been practicing 
for such an opportunity, and they pump­ 
ed shot after shot into the enemy, and 
after they secured the range every shot 
told. 
The Spaniards underrated the 
Americans and America from the be­ 
ginning. As a matter of fact they were 
never in our class at all. The ships that 
sailed out of tile harbor were the finest 
that could be put together, yet they 
never had a chance of escaping. If I 
had been in command of the enemy’s 
fleet, I would never have adopted the 
tactics employed by Admiral Cervera. 
If they had scattered as soon as they 
had come out, one or two might have 
escaped, which would have been a vic­ 
tory for him, even if the others had 
been sacrificed! If he had taken a dark 
night, 
be would have had a better 
chance. 
If I had been in his place, I 
should not have let a dark night pass 
without trying to escape. As it was, he 
could not have suited our convenience 
better. 
When he came out, we were 
prepared to fight and, if necessary, to 
chase him. 
I had coal and provisions 
enough to follow him to Cadiz.” 
Admiral Schley said he thought the 
surrender of Santiago was due to the 
bombardment by the navy. If it had not 
surrendered when it did, the town 
would have been wiped from the map. 
Out of 106 8 and 6 inch shots fired 
over the hills at the city,” he said, 
“ ICI fell in the city itself. 
If the city 
had not surrendered the next day, we 
would have brought up the other ves­ 
sels and dropped the IO and 13 inch 
shells into the city. They had no alter­ 
native but to surrender. 
The distance 
was 4 l2" miles, and the intervening hills 
were about 250 feet in height. It shows 
how’ accurate wTas our gunnery. 
I saw 
i 
no listing of the vessels fo r the purpose 
of bombarding the town. 
It was not 
necessary in the case of the Brooklyn, 
as we simply elevated the guns with 
the ordinary elevating apparatus. 
I do 
not believe that the Indiana and the 
Texas were listed for this purpose, as 
no 18 inch shells were fired. 
They 
would have been brought into service 
the next day if it bad been necessary. ”
